The  County  Valuations. 

The  Uounty  Board  of  Assessors.  com¬ 
posed  of  the  Tax  Commissioners  of  the  (  iiy 
of  Newark  and  tin*  assessors  of  the  several 
townships  met  on  Monday  to  fix  the  valua 
lions  of  the  wards  and  townships  for  tfi<* ( 
fonntv  lax. 

j  As ^reijtiired  hy  law  each  assessor  pro-, 
seated  a  schedule  showing  the  value  of  t lie 
real  estate  and  personal  property  in  his  | 
township  ns  appraised  by  him  and  llie 
assessors  were  then  culled  ii|»oii  to  make 
oath  that  the  valuation  relumed  by  them 
was  a  full  and  fair  appruisul •■njl’  li.e  properly 
in  their  respective,  wards  and  townships. 

Mr.  Joseph  K.  Oakes  const  rued  tins  oath 
to  mean  that  tin*  properly  wn>  valued  at  its 
Ipll  present  market  value  and  min  e<l  to 
take  the  oath.  *rhe  assessors  then  ijaestiaii- 
ed  him  as  to  vvlial  amount  shomd  lie  added 
to  his  return,  and  he  explained  that  he  lie 
lioved  the  Valuations  m  ILoomtidd  Were 
relatively  as  high  as  those  iu  th"  other  town¬ 
ships,  but  lie  still  refused  to  take  the  oath 
or  to  determine  what  il  any  change  should 
Ik*  made  in. the  figures  returned  by  him. 

Tlte  Board  of  Assessors  finally  ended  the 
matter  hy  iudreasing  the  valuation  of  Bloom¬ 
field  real  estate  by  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand.  .This  ijuotatioii  plainly  shows 
that  the  design  is  to  fix  values  in  a  just  and 
proper  proportion  to  each  other  and  that 
ea<*h  assessor  should  be  governed  hr  what 
lie  knows  to  he  the  percentage  adopted  by 
his  colleagues  in  the  hoard.

Twyntv- 
four  hours  may  carry  the  contagion  from 
Marseilles  or  Toulon  to  London  and  Paris; 
a  week  may  suflio*  to  insure  its  presence' in 
New  York  Once  here  the  eliances  of  its 
spread  to  western  cities  are  not  remote. 
Tin*  fact  of  successive  appearances  of 
Asiatic  cholera  in  this  country  in  IS.T2, 
IS49,  and  1S6G,  in  each  case  seventeen 
years*  apart,  does  not  jjrove  its  periodicity.  I 
Its  halniat  is  India,  from  which  under  favor- ' 
aide  conditions  it  spreads  even  to  the  most 
distant  countries.  In  this  course  several 
years  are  often  passed,  appearing  as  once  [ 
belore  in  Asia,  spreading  over  Russia  in  the 
following  year,  and  the  next  Season  gaining 
a  foothold  in  western  Europe. 

I  he  habits  of  the  disease  have  been 
thoroughly  and  systematically  studied.  Dr. 
K"l"-rt  Koch,  the  celebrated  (iormaii  phv 
sician.  who  has  recently  demonstrated  the]
